_ The Chairs & The Lesson- Phoenix 1/9. 3 raves- 
Times, News, World Telegram-Sun, 1 mild approval- 
Journal American, and 3 cons-Herald Tribune, Mirror 
Post filed on production of double bill of Eugene loneace 
plays featuring Joan Plowright, Eli Wallach and Max 
Adrian, Tony Richardson staged the plays, with Miss 
Plowright portraying a 90 year old crone in the first 
and a 17 year old school girl in the second, All the 
reviewers agreed on the fine production and fine act- 
ing involved, but there was wide difference of opinion 
on merits of the French-Rumanian playwright. Atkinson 
Times, found these odd, elliptical fantastications amusing 
provocative theatre, Critic noted that The Lesson was 
presented last season at Tempo Playhouse and then it 
seemed like humorless gibberish, Chapman, News, en- 
joyed the two delightfully loony plays excellently acted 
and directed, This caprice is the precious metal of 
theatre, tearful fun, summed Aston, WTS, McClain, 
Journal American, filed a pro, admitting he was bewild- 
ered by the proceedings, but never bored. Not the com- 
plexity, but the almost juvenile simplicity is the evening's 
undoing, panned Kerr, Herald Tribune. Watts, Post, firmly 
believes author lacks the provocative skill and only exhib- 
its hollow and pretentious fakery,

Tennessee Williams plays entitled "Something Unspoken" 
and "Suddenly Last Summer."

Leroy presented the twin bill at the new Off Broadway house, 
Herbert Machiz directed cast headed by Anne Meacham, Rob- 


ert Lansing, Hortense Alden, Pro side approved beautiful 
writing more than dramatic elements and liked second play 
better than first, Atkinson, Times, dismissed first as a trif- 
ling, inconclusive anecdote, but cheered the second as a 
beautifully contrived view of Williams' corrupt world. Kerr 
Herald Tribune, also dismissed first work, but felt second ‘ 
is insistently compelling enought to make it a serious and 
‘accomplished work to be seen. Critics of three evening 


‘papers felt both plays were worthwhile. McClain, Journal

The critic, because of the low-pay showcase aspect 
of Off Broadway, often becomes the unwilling employee of 
the actor, director, producer, Too many times productions 
which are economically impossible are presented solely for 
the reviewers comments. The production which opened on 
Tuesday and closed on Sunday may be considered more than 
worthwhile for the actor or director who garnered a few 
words of praise. Even if a given production runs, the cast 
usually changes so often and so quickly that the product- 
ion has little relation to the one reviewed. The answer cer- 
tainly does not lie in putting the torch to the entire Off 
Broadway movement, But it might be wise for its own 
survival if Off Broadway actors and managers did not 
try to take advantage of the reviewers quite so often in 
1958,
